“where there’s a will theres a way,” it 
is extremely difficult, as things are now, to 
suggest that way. All that appears possible 
is to lose no opportunity of showing up from 
time to time, and in every way possible, the 
existing state of affairs under the Capitulations.

We venture to 
differ from the statements contained in 
this Consular report, for all our evidence 
tends.to show that now British commercial 
travellers are not only on the increase in 
Egypt, but are fully alive to the requirements + 
of the market.

Dysentery continues to prevail, while 
smallpox is easily spread among the pilgrims 
in general, and is not fought against at Yambo, 
where persons attacked by smallpox are 
dispersed everywhere. Tlie delegate says that 
he himself noticed a casé of small-pox among 
the pilgrims with the Mahmal, and another 
was that of the wife of the doctor who accom- 
panied the Egyptian caravan on behalf of the 
Sanitary Administration. 

Eight thousand pilgrims are ready to leave 
for T'ér, five thousand of whom are Egyptian. 
Their condition of health is satisfactory. 


THURSDAY'S RAILWAY ACCIDENT.

The train was backed to Galioub and the 
child was then taken on. and brought to Alex- 
andria, where she now lies in a dangerous 
condition at her father’s residence.

HE HORIZONTAL THEORY. ; 


In the investigation of the stresses in dams it 
has hitherto been the invariable custom for 
engineers and mathematicians alike to consider 
the only possible line of fracture or separation 
to be horizontal or nearly so. Thus, when a dam 
turns over as a whole, it will revolve on some 
part near the toe, and it will separate from its 
bed along a roughly. horizontal plane. Mathe- 
maticians have dealt, with dams on these 
assumptions, the soundness of which they have 
had noreason to doubt. Mr. Atcherly and 
Professor Pearson hold that a fundamental and 
important error exists in this system of 
treatment. They say, “Whether we judge 
by the line of resistance lying outside the 
middle third, or by the existence of serious 
tensile stresses, or by the magnityde of the 
mean shearing stresses, the vertical sections 
are critical for the stability in a far higher 
degree than the horizontal sections.” 


PRACTICAL ILLUSTRATIONS.

Ten thousaud persons bearing the title of | 
Ulema aud possessing a religious influence | 
over Mobamedaus are a formidable force and 
the destiny of the whole country hangs\to a 
great extent upon their will. ‘I‘hey are the | 
elfyctive commanders and the actual leaders 
of ihe nation. If they were to say that the sun 
sets in the East and rises in the West and 


that our terrestrial planet lies on the horn of | 


an ox, there would be uo one who would not 
believe their words and say, “Praise be to 
Him who has created me a true Moslem.” 
‘They iead the thuughts, they guide the souls, 
aud their orders are executed without discus- 
sl0n. 

We have been infurmed by some medical men 
and sauitary iuspecturs that during the cho 
lera epidemic, when they attended a house 
where a case of chulera had been reported, they 
used .o fiud the iubavitauts of the house 
deteudiug themseives bebind the walls, and 
teluuy each uther that a Sheikh had’ advised 
them to fight tur the cause of God, and that 
“these duciurs were simp y wen working for a 
political purpose, thereture ‘thrash them to- 
death with all your strength and cover them 
with wounds if you like.’ Such incidents 
became of such freyuent occurrence that the 
Government was induced to settle the question | 
by force aud treat these people with steiuuess. 
‘The real cuuse was due tu a foolish Sheikh of | 
Al Azhar. When the Sanitary Administration 
noticed the importance attached to these 
Sheikhs aud their influence upon the minds 
of the pubiic, it saved itselt enormofs trouble 
by taking a certain uamber of them into its 
employment, and thus profited by their serv- 
ices. 

We have duly reported these facts in 
our columns in detail, but we feel it our 
duty to humanity in general and to our 
Moslem brethren in particular not to stop 
at this poivt, fur it is a subject of vital im- 
portance, aud we have therefore sent a re- 
presvutative to visit the esteemed prufessor 
and reformer, Sheikh Mobamed Abdou, Grand 
Mutti of Egypt, im bis house at Ain Shams. 
When our representative went to the house, 
which is situated in a vast green expanse as 
vast as the Mufti’s mind, our representative 
was so impressed that he imagined he was 
visiting Socrates in prison or Artistides in 
exile. So fixed he is in-his opinion and so 
strong in his arguments that if you mention in 
his presence what was said against him by 
this or that writer or this or that Sheikh the 
only answer would be a shrug of his shoulders. 
‘The following is @ summary of the conversa- 
tion :— 

About four years ago the Khedive was.dis- 
pleased with the defective system of instruction 
at Al Azhar, and he called in Sheikh Mohamed 
Abdou and consulted him on the matter. The 
professor made an elaborate report and pointed 

out the means for turning out useful men from 
that university. This report was adopted by 
His Highness, and the Sheikh was entrusted 
with the formation of the board of administra- 
tion and the execution of the necessary reforms. 
This step has disappointed some Sheikhs of the 
old party, whose ambitions are merely to 
appropriate Al Azhar’s income for themselvee, 
and to obtain ‘the title ot Ulema. by -inherit- 
auce-and without examination. They wurket 
against the Grand Mufti in every way and 
made trouble and spread false rumours about 


him; they pretended thathe spoiled men’sminds 
with his philosophy and misled their souls 
with his teaching. But where is the philosophy 
which he has spread among Al Azhar’s schol- 


ars ? As far as we know the only books used . 


by him at Al Azhar are two in number, a 
pamphlet on “Unity” and the “Comments” on 
the Koran. Both of these works show high 
literary ability and’true faith. He used to,take 
great pains in teaching at Al Azhar, and gave 


himselt a good deal of trouble in the cause of ; 


Islam without any compensation or emolu- 
ments whatever, whilst his adversaries, an 
army of Sheikhs, who. are contradicting him 
and opposiag all reforms, would not hesitate 
an instant to eat the flesh of their brethren 
alive, if they were able fo do so. ‘The improve- 


'as practicable, so that the minds of. the stu- 
' dents should not be crammed at once with 
different subjects, various treatises, and contra- 
dictory explanations on only one science, such 
as “‘Al Nahou” Grammar for instance. A stu- 
dent, under such a defective system of educa- 
tion, would go out of Al Azhar after twenty 
years of study as if he had not learned any- 
thing, not even the grammar (Al Nahou). The 
object of Al Ustaz was that the young student 
should not be required to recite by ‘heart all 
the Koran, to know it@ different accents and 
manners of reading, without in any way under- 
standing what he wasaying. ‘The idea was to 
teach the students some notions. of modern 
science, to énable them to follow any commer- 
cial or industrial occupation, instead of being 
left a burden to" the nation. Al Ustaz had in 
view to transfofm this mighty force at-Al 
Azhar, so that with good management it 
would benefit both the country and Islam. 
‘hese are the chief points of Al Ustaz’smethod, 
and we wonder if anyone could find fault 
with them. He might be wrong, he said,’ in 
one way or another, but, “if someone would 
point out to me any defect,” he added, “I will 
willingly follow his. opinion. if correct, and 
_ would not necessary stick to my own opinion, 
| for I know I am aman like any other man, and 
‘may be wrong and may be right.” 
It so happened. that his opponents have 
| succeeded in their efforts to get things left as 
they are, and thus separate Al Azhar fronrthe 
nation. The public is feeling the.mote in its 
eye, but does not remove it. Al Ustaz, has 
rightly said, “he Egyptians are committing 
suicide, O God! have mercy upon us.” Al 
Ustaz produced to our representative a number 
of “Le Journal du Caire,” and pointed out an 
article dealing with this subject. The French 
paper is against introducing any reforms at 
Al Azhar, because it has many Tunisian. Alge- 
rian, and Moorish students, whom it wishes to 
remain'a weakened religious body. “Our co- 
lonial diplomatists,” the French paper adds, 
“do not see their way to allow the minds of 
the Moghrabins to be,enlightened with modern 
science.” | 
Al Ustaz then said : “I am accused of being 
of the English party, but does it please the 
English diplomatists that 1 should bring forth 
for them ‘distinguished ‘men who know their 
duties and understand how to defend their 
rights with all the strength which knowledge 
confers?”

SPOKEN LANGUAGE, 


—-

Comparative philology is a science unknown 
in Egypt. There is no school or university 
here, where the Semitic languages and the 
Arabic dialects are studied. The seats of such 
learning are to bé\tound in Europe and 
America, not in the #vuntries which are the 
birthplaces of these languages, and where the 
best opportunities exist for their study. The 
only language which awakes any interest is 
the classical language of Arabia ; the rest is 
left to toreigners whose labours. are unknown 
to,and unrecognised by, any but European 
scholars. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
no review of the present. grammar has appeared 
in Egypt—at least from a native pen. Buta 
thousand and one columns bave been published 
by a certain section of the native press, anathe- 
Inatising my suggestion that for secular pur- 
poses there should be one language for speech 
and literature, and that the vernacular. ‘The 
change proposed seems to me_ so desirable and 
necessary, unless thé benefits of €@ducation are 
to be for-ever corfiued to the privileged 
twelve per cent., that lam ata loss to account 
for the opposition of the press. It would be 
interesting to kuow how far the opinion of the 
country is expressed in the articles which have 
appeared in the new-papers. Several native 
gentlemen of high standing have assured me 
that they desire the change. -One goes 
so far as to say that all thinking men are 
in favor ot 
project would find more partisans if it had not 
been started by foreigners; the idea has been 
several times advanced and advocated by 
native writers in the M/ugtataf since ‘the year 
1881. (1) It is, I think, for the lower classes 

rather than the higher to express an opinion, 
as they are the interested purty. It is not fora 
small number of persons who already possess a 
means of communicating their thoughts in 
writing, to decile that the rest of the popula- 
tion shall have no means of so doing. As far as 
I have been able to learn from these classes, 
they would gladly read all.kinds of literature, 
even newspapers, if only they were not written 
in a dialect which is incomprehensible to them, 
and which could only become comprehensible 
to them if they gave up their pursuits aid 
spent many years of patient study at school, 
It is worthy of note that the Wimarit Mungati, 
which was written in the vernacular, had, up 
to the time of its suppression, a much wider 
circulation than any other: newspaper in the 
country. It must be confessed, however, that 
its popularity was partly due to its anti-Euro- 
pean policy. 
‘The fullowing are the principal arguments 
adduced by the press against the use of the 
vernacular as the language of literature. Firstly, 
there is the religious question. The vernacular, 
it is contended, differs -widely from the Jan- 
guage of the Koran, and the religion of Islam 
would suffer if the present literary language, 
which is practically identical with that. in 
which the Koran is written, were suppressed 
by the vernacular. It is not my wish at present 
to discuss this question at length, and it will 
_ be sufficient to call to mind, firstly, that the 
literary language of the day, although its 
-grammmar is, nominally at least, that of the 
Koran,differs very considerably from the clas- 
sical both in its vocabulary and its phraseologys 
secondly,that the religion of Islam is professed 
in ‘Turkey, Persia, India, China, and a great 
many other countries where Arabic is neither 
spoken nor written ; and, thirdly, gthat it 
must be more in the interest of religious 
education, as of all other education, that the 
whole of the population should be able to 
read and write some form of Arabic, than that 
a few persons only should have that privilege. 
But is this question in reality a religious one ? 
Most Eastern nations cripple their energies by 
having two distinct languages, one for writing 
and the other for conversation. 

Much stress is laid on the advantage of hav- 
ing one written language for the whole of the 
Arab world. One writer asks us to consider how 

_inconvevient it would be if an Egyptian (mean- 
ing of course an educated Egyptian) had to 
search for an iuterpreter to explain the mean- 
ing of a letter received from a friend in Syria. 
He forgets that as things are at present the 
very great majority of persons search for, and 
are. at the mercy of, nct one but two j nterpret- 
ers, even When both the writer and his friend 
are living in Cairo. There cannot possibly be 
any intimate correspondence at all under these 
circumstances. Moreover, there is under the 
present system, very much in a lettcr from 
Algiers, ‘l'unis, and other parts— not to 

speak of the difference in the formation 

of the characters, often necessitating complete 
transliteration—which would ‘be unintelligible 
even to an educated Ezyptian. : 

Some have argued that the educated should 
gradually accustom themselves to*peak the 


it; another considers that the 
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language and induce the masses to follow their 
example. One writer says he has already made 
a beginning with a number of friends, but con- 


fesses that they have to fall back on the ver 


nacular in their lighter moods; another suggests 
that a start should be made by dropping the 
b before the present,tense of the verb, ignor- 
ing the fact that this particle, whatever its 


origin etymologically, is: one of those which. 


enable the speakér to express his ideas with 
the greater precision required in these modern 
days. This particle is certainly a very ancient 
one, forit has been*found in a manuscript of 
the eleventh century, and he would indeed be 
a successful’ man who could abolish it by 
stigmatising it in’ a newspaper article. Lan- 
guages change according to the requirements 
of the age and the attempts of purists to 
improve them are,as Max Miiller says, perfectly 
bootless. : 

Another correspondent asks which of.the 
dialects of Egypt is to be chosen for the literary 
lang: age; and adds that, “whichever is chosen, 
the Government will haye to compose a dic- 
tionary of its words,and form rules of grammer 
for it, but unfortunately no Arab Government 
would do this; and, moreover, as no vulgar 


dialect ever lasts more than a hundred years, |’ 


at the end of that time a new dictionary would 
have to be written and a new set of gram. 
matical rules drawn up.” Naturally, most of the 
literature, and certainly official documeuts, 
would be composed in’ the dialect of the 
capital. But the difference between it and 
other Egyptian dialects consists mainly in 
pronunciation, and would practically disappear 
in writing..1t has been said by an accurate 
observer that, it we exclude the Bedouin tribes, 
the whole population of Egypt speaks a single 
dialect, the varieties of which are not greater 
than those which distinguish the Tuscan of 
Florence from the | Tuscan of Siena, or the 
Venetian ot Venice from the Venetian of 


Belluno ; and even if they” differed as much,. 


for instance, as Venetian does from Sicilian, 
why shouldn’t newspapers and other literature 
be published in them, as they are in the 
various dialects of Germany, Italy, and Swit- 
zerland? Itis true that dialects which are 
ouly spoken become much changed after a lapse 
of time, but the change is very gradual 
when they are at the same time written ; and, 
moreover, how can language do otherwise than 
change as the world progresses? From the 
nature of things we cannot continue to all 
eternity to express ourselves in the same way 
that our ancestors did; there would be no 
health in us if we could. Compare ‘the condi- 
tion of the. current literary Arabic itself. 
Would it be intelligible with its new words and 
new meaniugs of old words and its French 
idigms to the writers of a _thousand or even of 
two hundred years ago? The 1,700 quarto 
pages of Dozy’s Supplément, devoted almcst 
entirely to the literary language of post-clas- 
sical days, incomplete as it is, is sufficient 
testimony that it would not be intelligible to 
them. As to the rules of grammar, these are 
not made by governments but by the nations 
themselves, and they exist for spoken languages 
as well as for written. 

It has been seriously asserted, but not, I 
think, by“ native writer, that the stories of 
‘Antar are understood in their original texts 
by all sorts and conditions of men. Lane, in 
his chapter on public recitations, says that as 
the poetry in the romance of ‘Antar is very 
imperfectly understaod by the vulgar, those who 
listen to it are mostly persons of some educa- 
tion, A writer in the Mugtataf says: ‘The 
masses do not understand ‘Antar ‘as they 
would have to understand educational books. 
If you asked them the meaning of-each word 
or each phrase separately, you would find that 
what they understand does. not represent 
more than the shadow of the real meaning,” 
In reality ‘Antar is very imperfectly under- 
stood even by person8 of education; but the 
gist of the stories has been made familiar to 
all from interpretations, sometimes given by 
the reciter himself. There is no need to discuss 
these facts ; they are known to every Egyptian, 
and have been admitted to me by all whom] 
have questioned, educated and uneducated. 
But-even if the general drift ofa recitation in 
the literary language were intelligible to the 
lower classes without interpretation, those 
classes would still have to go through many 
years of toil before they could learn to write 
that language correctly. Otherwise, how is it 
that we meet every day in documents written 
by qualified clerks such expréssions as, 4 fa hal 
lam 4hadan darabik?I learn from a highly 
educated native gentleman that he submits 
his lite 5 Vouk to a professional grammarian 


before v inturing to publish them. 
Another writer argues« that in English also 


we have two separate languages for conversa- 


tion and literature, since we write, for instance, 
doubt and though, and pronounce dout and tho. 
Certainly the study of English would from one 
point of view be facilitated if it were written 
phonetically ; but.itis not necessary to point 
out that this has nothing to do with the ques- 
tion under consideration, 


“What is to become of our ancestors ?” asks 
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ranother contributor. What becomes of them 
vow! How many of the best educated of the 
present day do or can read the old classics.? I 
think it is no exaggeration to say that many of 
them are better known in Europe than . they 
are.in Egypt, just as the @reek classics are 
more accnu‘e'y studied in foreign universities 
than they are at Athens. : 

I-content myself with suggesting the above 
replies to the arguments advanced against the 
universal adoption ‘of the people’s language, 
and look for a gradual changein the right 
direction. Indeed, I feel confident that 
such a change has already begun, but it 
needs to be- encouraged by the influential 
and patriotic among the, natiye population. 
Formerly the statements of prisoners andthe 
depositions of witnesses -were invariably trans- 
lated; as they were taken dgwn, into the 
litcraty lancuage, It is obvious that under 
these circumstances the judges, who had 
only the papers. before them, were left 
very much in the dark as to what had 


been actually said ; but in the last few years: 


there have been found clerks bold enough to 
take down the declarations, at least partially; 
in the speaker’s own words, _ fo 

Some English students, as I undefstand, 
would like the Arabic words throughout the 


Grammar to be written in the Arabic as well as: 


in the Roman character. But it must be remem- 
bered that ‘the object of the book is to teach 
the spoken and not thé written language, and 
that therefore it must be sufficient to exactly 
represent the pronunciation of the words, 
which can easily be done in the Roman cha- 
racter, but only imperfectly in the Arabic. 
The Arabic type would treble’ the cost 
of .the book without, as. it appears to 
me, any advantage being gained. The 
Arabic names of the letters have not been 
changed, so that the student can himself 
transliterate the words as far as is practicable.
